SYDNEY, New South Wales, Aug. 8.—A 
boat’s crew of Chinese has been landed at 
Forster, about 100 miles nofth of this port. 
The men report that the British steamer 
Catterthun. 1,400 tons, which sailed from 
Hong Kong on May 27 for Australian ports, 
was wrecked yesterday. 

The steamship, it appears, was wregked 
in the Seal Rocks off Cape Hawk, early yes- 
terday.morning, during a gale. The passen- 
gers, who numbered seventy persons, of 
whom fifty-five were Chinese, were asleep 
below when the ship grounded. Only three 
of the European passengers and the second 
mate of the steamer were saved. The others 
are missing, but it is believed to be pos- 
sible that they succeeded in taking to the 
boats, and that they were afterwards blown 
out to sea and may be heard from later on.

Some of the Visiting Gentlemen Tell 
Why They Come to This Market 
to Supply Themselves.

pr. Gregory Gives the Full Story of the 
Outbreak. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—Dr. J. J. Gregory, 
an American missionary at Ku-Cheng, West 
China, sends to the World, by cable, the full 
Getails of the massacre there. The account 
follows: 

At 12:30 p. m., on Thursday, Aug. 1. a 
mative Christian rushed into my study say- 
ing that several of the foreign ladies at 
Hwasang, a mountain resort, about twelve 
miles from the city of Ku-Cheng, had been 
killed that morning, and that two houses 

had been burned, Pifteen minutes later a 

note from Mr. Phillips confirmed this. He 
wrote that five ladies were dead, the 
Stewarts were missing, and four persons 
Were seriously wounded, He expressed the 

ope that I was then on my way ‘to

After loner’. and finally commanding, 
I was able to leave Hwasang at 3 p. m. 
By traveling all that night I managed to 
reach Sufkaw at 8:30 on the morning of 
Aug. 3. There was the saddest procession 
ever formed in China. The magistrate 
had sent runners to Suikaw by our orders 
and had impressed four native boats for us. 
We' left for Foo-Chow in the afternoon. 
On the morning of the 4th we met a steam 
launch taking the Sub-Prefect to Suikaw. 
I boarded her and insisted on the launch 
towing our boats to Foo-Chow, it being 
necessary to arrive there as soon as pos- 
sible, since the effect of the extreme heat 
was proving serious. We were welcomed by 
them, and our hearts were devoutly thank- 
ful to United States Consul Hixson for his 
prompt action and successful efforts in 
securing and immediately dispatching a 
rescuing party, the presence of which 
greatly relieved our fatigue and sufferings 
during the remainder of the journey to 
F how. 

At noon we met Mr. Gibbs, who kindly 
came in a house-boat to meet us, bringing 
more supplies. About 1:30 p. m. he’*greeted 
us and cheered us. We arrived at the Con- 
sulate on the jetty at Foo-Choo, where Con- 
sul Hixson and a large party of friends 
soon had the injured aomfortably resting «n 
clean beds. 

When the question is raised as to the cause 
of the terrible massacre one need have little 
doubt that the Vegetarians were the active 
participants, and that the local and provin- 
clal authorities are directly implicated in the 
crime seems certain, for the society has been 
strong around Ku-Cheng for two years. The 
members have been growl bolder in their 
threats and acts as the months have passed. 
Early in July last several hundred attacked 
a village near Ku-Cheng and killed and 
wounded several natives not Christians. 

Of those killed outright, Mr. and Mrs. 
Stewart, Nellie Saunders and Lena Pillow, 
an Irish nurse, were almost wholly incin- 
erated in the burned house. In all probability 
they were murdered before the house burned, 

Hessie Newcomb was cut on the left 
cheek and on the left hand, probably by a 
spear. 

„1 failed to find any serfous wound on the 

y of Miss Stewart. I am inclined to 
think she died from shock. This opinion 
is sustained by Miss Cordington’s report to 


me. 

Miss Gordon received a deep spear wound 
in the face, another in the neck, and an- 
other in the right side of the head. 

This never-punished Viceroy sent to Ku- 
Cheng a small force of 200 soldiers to as- 
sist the local authorities in settling with 
several thousand determined savages. It 
was a mere farce, and the local officers. 
were unable to do anything, but they crim- 
dnally failed to promptly demand re-en- 
forcements from the ceroy. 

It is obvious to all who looked at the 
matter much that the Chinese have been 
encouraged to take foreigners’ property in 
this province, Just as long as the govern- 
ing powers are satisfied with such treat- 
ment and this wanton barbarous destruc- 
tion of life, just so long will China fail to 
govern her people.

SUGAR BOUNTY. 


Senator Blanchard’s Argument for 
Louisiana Planters. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The hearing in 
the sugar bounty case now pending before 
Comptroller Bowler was resumed in the 
office rooms of the latter this morning. 


Another large interested crowd was pres- 
ent, among them many prominent men in 
public affairs. Senator Blanchard began the 
day’s proceedings, speaking from carefully 
prepared manuscript. In substance he spoke 
as follows: 

Senator Blanchard of Louisiana said that 
he and the tlemen associated with him 
would present the argument under three gen- 
eral heads. They would contend, first, that 
the Comptrolier of the Treasury is without 
authority to question the validity of an act 
of Congress; second, that the appropriation 
called in question is of constitutional war- 
rant; third, that if it be not constitutional, 
strong equities existed justifying Congress 
in making the a 33 and that Con- 
gress has equitable jurisdiction. 

The Senator said he would address himself 
more particularly to the first contention. 
The claim in question, that of the Oxnard 
Co. of Nebraska, was passed upon by the 
Auditor of the easury and allowed. He 
certified the amount due to the Comptroller 
of the Treasury and that official, who is re- 
quired by law to also pass upon it, appear- 
ing to have doubts as to his duty in the 
premises, suspended the claim. The doubts 
of the Comptroller arise, as I understand 
it,“ said the Senator, on the constitution- 
ality of the law. The act of Congress is pre- 
cise, plain, clear and mandatory. 

The attitude of the Comptroller is one of 
apparent resistance to the execution of an 
act of Congress. Questions of grave and se- 
rious import arise.

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INGALLS AT PIASA. 


The Kansas Orator Discusses the Power 
of Public Opinion. 


The recent death of his wife prevented 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage from filling his 
engagement at the Piasa Bluffs Chautauqua 
Assembly Wednesday afternoon, and his 
place was filled by ex-Senator J. J. Ingalls 
of Kansas. Mr. Ingalls came 350 miles at 
an hour’s notice, and in opening modestly 


alluded to that, and the fact that he was 
called upon to take the place of one of the 
kings of pulpit and platform. .In prefacing 
his remarks he assured his large audience 
that he would not inflict upon them a polit- 
ical discourse, and his oratory was upon the 
power of public opinion in a free country, 
and duties of citizenship and the deplorable 
lack of knowl as to what constitutes 
these duties on the part of those who must 
fulfill them. 

Bad national government, bad State gov- 
ernment, bad city government, boodleism in 
any shape among high and low officials, 
he said, was directly traceable to the people 
who cast the ballot. He held that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States was not in 
Washington, the government of the State 
of Illinois not in Springfield, but here, there 
and everywhere throughout a State where 
people vote. Enlightened, conscientious, 
patriotic public opinion in this country is 
more powerful than constitutions, laws, 

tatutes and ordinances. It was r. In- 

Us conviction, based upon long years of 
0 rvation, that the dangers that threat- 
en a country and a people come from a low 
etate ot public opinion. 

In his discourse Mr. Ingalls said that he 
favored the abandonment of the present 
way of —s President and Vice Presi- 
dent by the Electoral College; that they 
ought to be chosen by the people of the 
State. The voice of the Legislature as a 
body in the election of United States Sen- 


ators should also be abolished, and they | 


should be chosen by the direct ular vote. 
Repeated bursts of applause followed the 
ex-Senator’s remarks in that direction. 

He also paid a high tribute to the women 
who intelligently and patriotically take part 
in public affairs, although he did not be- 
lieve that very great advantage would 
accrue to them from such participation: 

By way of illustrating his statement that 
political sducation was neglected in this 
country, Mr. Ingalls told a story: 

“I had occasion,” said he, “not a great 
while ago to speak before the students of 
Dartmouth College in New Hampshire. The 
great questions affecting citizenship came 
up.

It is gratifying to note that so influ- 
ential and energetic a member of the 
Municipal Administration as President 
Nagel of the Council has taken a firm 
and sensible stand as to the necessity of 
reconstructing the public institutions 
which are now unfit for their purposes. 

As a reformatory institution in which 
reform is impossible, Mr. Nagel has wise- 
ly chosen the House of Refuge as the first 
object of concern.

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Since the returti of the delegates from the 
State Convention at Pertle Springs nothing 
else has been talked of among the local 
politicians. Every phase of the convention 
has been gone over and the stand taken by 
delegates on the committees on every impor- 
tant question has been weighed. 

The bearing the convention is bound to 
have on the gubernatorial candidates is one 
of the mosf interesting and important sub- 
jects discussed. In this respect as well as 
in several others it wag one of the most re- 
markable conventions held in Missouri for 
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a decade. Men who went there with very 
good prospects left with the very life sapped 
out of their chan while others who had 
little or no boom when they arrived went 
home with well developed bees buzsing un- 
der their hats.

to decline, and before long it was announced 
that the Judge would be mude temporary 
chairman.

The 
delegates were not in a humor to tempor- 
ize and some of them openly declared that 
if the State Committee selected Gibson for 
temporary chairman they would call upon 
the convention to remove him. That set- 
tled it. The committeeman heard it and 
2 Gibson. Then they decided on 
Bland and from that time forth Judge Gib- 
son was gone as far as recognition from 
the convention was concerned. The dele- 
gates would have nothing to do with any- 
body that had a Francis’ connection and the 
Judge was even b from the small cau- 
cuses. Other aspirants for the guberna- 
torial nomination circulated stories about 
Gibson and Francis and connected their 
names as much as possible and thu t 
the knife into Judge Gibson's boom. 


Probably no more sorely disappointed 
man trod the ground than Farmer Bill 
Hatch, who went to Pertle Springs bent 
on capturing the permanent chairmanship. 
He took his boomlet along with him, but 
from present indications s friends, the 
enemy, swung it around and hit him with it. 
When.Bland was decided on as temporary 
Chairman, Hatch's chances for the perman- 
ent Chairmanshi went giimmering. It 
was well known that the committee on Per- 
manent Organization would report in favor 
of making the temporary organization per- 
manent and then tie jig was up for Hatch. 

Bland din’t want the permanent Chair- 
manship and said so, but it was forced upon 
him. He wanted to preside temporarily, 
and then go on the Resolutions Commit- 
tee as chairman. It was not a deltberate 
scheme on his part to prevent Hatch from 
getting recognition from the convention in 
order to smash his boom, as Hatch’s friends 

ut it. When Silver Dick told the Post- 

ispatch correspondent that he was not 
an aspirant for Gubernatorial honors he 
was sincere, and his manner bore out the 
assertion. There is no doubt that Col. 
Brand would prefer going back to Congress 
to the Governorship, but his most intimate 
friends are insisting on his becoming a 
candidate for the presidential nomination. 
In this connection Senator Hill’s announce- 
ment that it must be a Western man, and 
that Mastern Democrats are more Republi- 
can than Democratic in their ideas, is sig- 
nificant. 

But to return to Farmer Hatch. During 
the wait for the report of the Resolutions 
Committee he got a chance to speak and 
made a very good speech, but the convention 
had its eye set on Bland as the nominee for 
Governor and only listened to the speech 
with one ear. 


Maceanas H. Benton of Neosho was an- 
other aspirant. He went to the convention 
to manufacture a Benton boom and got a 

lace as State Committeeman at large. He 
ollowed his friend Hatch in a speech before 
the convention, but even that met with a 
mishap. Some old fellow on the platform, 
who had gone to sleep while Hatch was 
speaking, woke up in the middle of Ben- 
ton's speech, and, catching a point, said: 
That's right, Hatch.“ It was cold water 
for Benton and his soréness Was doubled 
when he to ride on the steps of the 
coach for thirty miles coming out of War- 
rensburg.

CLEVELAND NOT A GOOD RISK. 


— 1 
Why a New York Company Declined to 
Insure His Life. 


Bpecial to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—The Morning Jour- 
nal has this special from Washington: 

This is not the first time that President 
Cleveland has been passed upon as ineligi- 
ble for life insurance. During his first term 
an agent of the Equitable Life of New York 
wanted to place a policy of $100,000 on Mr. 
Cleveland's life. It was understood that the 


subject had been broached to the President 
by one of his friends in New York, and he 
had made known his willingness to take out 
a policy. The agent thought he would have 
a big thing, not only in his commission, but 
in the advertisement which would.pe given 
his company. It was quietly whispered 
around, and other insurance companies 
were filled with envy. They waited, expect- 
ing to have the business success of their 
rival advertised, as only insurance com- 
panies know how to advertise. 

But nothing was said in public, and the 
name of Grover Cleveland did not appear 
in the list of individuals who became fam- 
ous by the amount of money they bet on 
living past the period when the insurance 
companies can win out. It was still be- 
lieved that Mr. Cleveland had been insured 
for a large sum, and finally an explanation 
was found in his hour of publicity. The 
word was passed around that one of the 
conditions on which he had taken out the 

licy was that it should be kept secret. 
5 s explanation was accepted, and the 
other insurance companies breathed more 
freely. 

So long as a rival was not first permit- 
ted to advertise it, the mere fact of the 
Chief Magistrate being insured for $100,000 
was of no more consequence than if the 
individual were John Smith. After a time 
the truth was known. No policy was writ- 
ten on Mr. Cleveland's life because he was 
not looked upon as a good risk. Before the 
point of asking him to file the usual applica- 
tion was made, the insurance company took 
the opinion of two of its medical examiners, 
one a New York physician and the other a 
Washington doctor. The result was that 
the whole matter was dropped, and no 
further steps were attempted towards issu- 
— @ policy to Mr. Cleveland. On general 
principles, he was not considered by the 
22 a good risk. 

his was seven years ago. Since then Mr. 
Cleveland has been through several sieges 
of rheumatism and gout. He has had a por- 
tion of his jaw removed to get rid of a trou- 
blesome tooth. He has been on the verge of 
nervous prostration, as was the case two 

rs ago when he was forced to leave 

ashington during the extra session o 
Congress called to repeal the Sherman law. 
He has had to take frequent trips down 
the Potomac to be freed from the worry of 


official duty. His iron constitution has car- 


ried him safely through and his general 
health is still pretty fair. But if an insur- 
ance company did not consider him a good 
risk seven years ago, it need cause no sur- 
prise that he should fati to stand the neces- 
gary medical examination now.
